i surveyors marked a 7U-mile line across the

i Island on Chesapeake Bay. They later set 
up S-nile marker stones for 35 miles to a 
; Mudpoint along this Transpeninwular Ling. 
In the 1700's, this line, from midpoint to 
the Fenwick Island Lighthouse, was the 
southern boundary of - William Penn's 
three lower counties, those destined to 
become Delaware. As a proud Delaware 
history buff will say of the venerable 
marker, “It’s about the oldest marker unly- 
where around.”
